Richard J, Oglesby was born in Oldham 
County, Kentucky, July 25, 1824; settled in 
Illinois, at Decatur, in 183(); received less 
than a common school education; was a 
carpenter for two years; studied law in 
18M, and was admitted to the bar in 1845; 
served one year in the Mexican war; worli- 
ed two years iu the mines in California; 
was elected to ihe Stiite Senate of Illinois 
in 18(i0; served one session, and resigned 
to enter the volunteer semce in 18(>1, at 
the commencement of the war for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion; was chosen 
Colonel, afterward 
appointed 
Brigadier 


General, and iu 18';;} ttu take niuk from 
November, 18G2) a Major Genei-al; resign- 
ed in 1861, and was elected that year 
Governor of Illinois for the ti-rm which ex- 
pired in January, 
180'.»; was re-elected 
Governor of Illinois in November, 1872; 
entered upon the duties of his oiiice 
January 13, 1873, and on the 21st of the 
same month was elected to the I'uited 
States Senate as a Ii('pu])lican, to surceefl 
Lyman Trumbull, Liberal. 
In ISHi he was 
again nominated for Governor by the IÙ'- 
publicans and. clectcd, defeating Carter H. 
Harrison, 
lie was inaugurated in .Taunary, 
1885, and his term will expire in 1881).

Buren K. Sherman, Governor of Iowa, 
was born in Pliolps, Ontario County, N. Y., 
in 183(). In 18"»5 tho faniil3'^ removed to Iowa 
and settled in Tama County. In 18(;(lyoung 
Sherman removed to Yinton, and entered 
upon the practice of Lnv. Upon the bre.ik- 
ing out of the civil war Mr. Sherman en- 
listed as a private in the Thirteenth Iowa 
Infantry, and was sent to thr front. While 
at Jeiferson City, Mo., he was [)roiiiotod to 
Second Lieutenant. At the battle of Sliiloh 
Lieut. Sherman was dangerously wounded, 
and his life despaired of—but after severe 
illness,-during which he was commissioned 
Captain, he recovered sufficiently to return

gentiles. 
There was no more neither 
Jew, nor Greek, nor slave. 
Hear him 
speaking to the Galatians: 
"O, foolish 
Galatians! how can you return to the 
yokes to which you were bound? 
I 
declare to you that all your grand cere- 
monies accomplished by the law are 
nothing. 
Love one another. 
You are 
called to liberty." 
He held that man 
may become a new creature. 


At Athens, Paul stood upon Mars 
Hill; on the steps.cut in the rock, which 


one slill sees there to-day. 
Here had 
sat the powerful judges before whom 
Oresies had appeared and Socrates had 
been judged. 
The Areopagus was not 
sitting on that nisht when Paul made 
the aunoniicemenfc. "i come to declare 
to yon the unkhowu God." 


Paul's lifters to the gentiles are in- 
genuous and pro'ound, with a subtle 
power upon those savagts. 
These mes- 
sages have in th'm glimpses of halluci- 
nation. 
He spoke of celestial things as 
if he saw them distinctly. 
Many of the 
finest of his works are rejected canoni- 
cally; and among others his epistle to 
the Laodiceans, and above all, his Apo- 
calypse were erased 
by the Roman 
council under Gelase. 
It is the spirit 
and not the letter that sutticeth him. 
He prefers and names grace, as the 
soal of the law from a celestial point of 
view, as we name it right from an 
earthly point of view.
